NEWSPAPER REGULATION. 


Jn another part of the paper wili bo 


found a -statement of the ownership, 
management and circulation of .the 
Gazette, published in compliance or 
the new law which goes into effect to- 
day. . A copy o£ this report has been 
filed with the postoffice department. 


The bill which created this law was 


attached to several important meas- 
urea as a rider, and. rushed through 
without debate, during the closing 
days of congress: It has been the sub- 
ject of much discussion since, and the 
censorship is regarded as unjust by 
many publishers. 
The following com- 


ments from an eastern exchange ex- 
'press popular sentiment among the 
publishers. 


"A' newspaper is .a private errter- 


•prise conducted for profit, and it is 
up business of congress or the post- 
office whose enterprise it is, o.r who 
reaps the profit. The police power of 
the separate states requires, 
quite 


properly,, a,responsible, name for. each 
publication, so that any person, who 
feels himself aggrieved may sue some- 
thing more than a figment or, a figure- 
head. This is no abridgment of -the 
freedom of the press, but .merely' a 
provision against' allowing that fi;ee- 
ilom to degenerate into license. This 
is a matter which the states can ta*ks 
care 'of themselves, and one with 
•which, as Mr. Beck truly says, tho 
federal government has no concern or 
jurisdiction. 
. .• "For 
its 
own sake a newspaper 


keeps its columns as clean as it can; 
and in the long run its readers meas- 
ure it .very accurately. 
The press, is 


better today, and incomparably more 
competent in the scientific collection 
of news, .than it ever was before. Tin: 
Tribune today is' a greatly better 
newspaper than it was under Horace 
-Grecley. The newspaper press is far 
from perfect; but its development has 
been along the lines of liberty; and 
nothing better calculated to arrest its 
progress in the right direction could 
be davised than restrictive legislation 
by .'congress." 
• There is of course another side to 
the question, and arguments in de- 
fense of the law claim that the public 
has a right to know whether a paper 
is owned and controlled by politicians 
or private interests. In other words, 
whether it is an organ or a news- 
paper. 


The contention is also made that 


the advertiser is entitled to know 
what he is buying, and so a sworn 
circulation statement is provided. No 
honest publisher can object to that 
feature of the law. 


The public is also protected from 


frauds, as a paper can no longer as- 
sume responsibility for fake advertis- 
ing. 
This is a feature which all pa- 


pers should welcome. The law should 
be thoroughly tested before being con- 
demned. It may prove a blessing in 
disguise. 


darf.ly able to pay the freight, and 
neither are entitled to aid or encour- 
agement from the government. 


Thp census ,o£ 1.810 shows that the 


increase in population is principally

the country. 


1 Much has been said both for and 
against this innovation. • The presi- 
dent favors it on the humanitarian 
ground of "the greatest good to the 
greatest number." 


The mail order houses and depart- 


ment • stores favor it, 
for reasons 


which are apparent, and are already 
planting warehouses in various sec 
tions of the country^ to aid in the dis- 
tribution of goods. 


The farmers of the land are sup- 


posed to be the principal beneficiaries 
and they, of course, are not opposing 
it. 


That it will encourage monopoly in 


merchandising, is hardly a debatable 
question and that it will work a hard- 
ship to men engaged in business . in 
the towns and inland cities, is equally 
apparent. 


The middleman has always been a 


bone of contention, and how to .get 
rid of him is one of the problems 
which students of political economy 
have vainly attempted to solve. The 
parcels post,, when thoroughly estab- 
lished, may aid in the solution. 


When Sears. Roebuck & Co. dis- 


tribute $250,000.000 worth of goods 
annually—and this is what they, ex 
pect to do, by the aid of the parcels 
post, within the next five years—the 
country merchant will fade a.way like 
the morning dew, and grass will grqv 
in the. streets.in many of our smallei 
towns and cities.

WHAT TO DO WITH VEAL. 


Veal, to be wholesome, should never 


be put on the market 
until six or 


eight weeks old. Younger meat is apt 
to produce serious disturbance in the 
digestive tract. 
Good ve;J may be 


told by its pinkish colored flesh and 
white fat. Veal should be thoroughly 
cooked, and being deficient in fat, pork 
or other fat should be sur'iHed. 


V£al pie.—Cook until tender a por- 


tion of the leg or shoulder; cut.tho 
meat in, bits, add a few slices of fat 
salt pork, add cream to cover. 
S-ea- 


json and put a cover of biscuits over 
'{•he top and bake. A little ouiou adds 
to the flavor of this pie. Chicken pie 
may Be pieced out very satisfactorily 
.by cooking a piece o£ veal with the 
c'iMeken. 
The flavor can hardly be 


distinguished from chicken. 


V&al Birds.—Remove'the bona and 


slfln. from thin slices of veal taken 
from the leg. Pound until a half-inch 
thick; cut in pieces an inch and a 
half by two and a half, each piece ma- 
king a bird. 
Chop the trimmings of 


the meat, add. a piece of fat salt pork, 
two or three small cubes to each piece 
or bird. 
A.dd equal parts of cracker 


crumbs moistened 
with 
-egg, onion 


jVlce, lemon juice and seasoned with 
sa'lt, and pepper. 


Spread this mixture over the pieces 


of Ti^at, roll up and fasten with two 
tooth -picks Ptit in to resemble the 
legs o£ a bird. Brown in a little hot 
butter, cover with stock made from 
stewing the bones and bits of skin, 
and cook twenty minutes, or \mlil ten- 
der.

rind containing a lot of phos- 
phate of potassium and lime. 
Vegetables are composed large- 
ly of potassium salts, which un- 
fortunately are thrown away In. 
the water In which they are 
boiled, and. this is so of. rice 
"(polished)."

that the cancer cells are really 
"Peter Pans" that will not grow 
old and that the exclusion of 
potassium salts from the food 
Is the essential cause of the hab- 
it of abnormal proliferation set 
up Iri the cells that develop can- 
cer. - If .this view is correct, can- 
cer would be preventable by eat- 
ing whole wheat bread or by ad- 
ding two tablespoonfuls of bran 
daily to unpolished rice.
